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DETAILED ACTION 
Restriction/Election 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to "Remote Control System", classified in class 701, 
subclass 02. 

II. Claims 16, drawn to "Virtual Reality Capability", classified in class 345, 
subclass 633. 

III. Claim 17, drawn to "Aircraft Landing", classified in class 342, subclass 33. 

IV. Claim 18, drawn to "Ground plus Air Traffic Control", classified in class 
701, subclass 120. 

V. Claims 19 and 20, drawn to "Location Monitoring Station", classified in 
class 455, subclass 404.2. 

VI. Claims 21 and 22, drawn to "Shields and other protective devices", 
classified in class 244, subclass 121. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Seymour Levine on 08/24/2005, a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-15, and 23-41. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claims 16-22 have been withdrawn from further 
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consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms 
as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-15, and 23-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraphias 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. In claim 1 , the sensor multiplexer transceiver described in the 
specification do not convert aircraft performance and control parameters into digital 
format, add a unique aircraft identification, ID, and configuration label to an outgoing 
radio frequency as now claimed. The remote pilot electronic interface unit located on 
aircraft as now claimed was not described in the specification in such a way that show 
how it is used in the invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 2-15, and 23-41, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 (second paragraph) as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 2-15, and 23-41 , the phrase "such as" renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The allowability as indicated previously on claim 1-15, and 23-41 have been 
withdrawn because after further considering the application, the claim 1-15 and 23-41 
are still being rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112(1) and (2). 

Claims 2-15 and 23-41 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
